SUBJECT TESTIMONY CONCERNING 

MARTIN LUTHER KING BEFORE THE 
HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE 






The Attorney General called and stated that during the course of his 
testimony yesterday on the Justice Department appropriation, he learned that 
there had been previous testimony before the Committee concerning the sub- 
versive affiliations of Martin Luther King. He said something was mentioned 
about a report having been withdrawn and he asked whether this had anything to 
do with the report he had discussed with the Bureau some time ago. He wanted 
to know if there was anything on the record with regard to such testimony. 

After checking with Mr. Mohr, the Attorney General was inforWei 
that there was absolutely nothing on the record insofar as the Bureau was c]|)n/- 
cerned in regard to this matter. It was pointed out that the House Subcommittee 
had been concerned about some film which USIA was going to distribute abroad, 
in which Martin Luther King played a particular part, and because of this the 
Director had been asked about King^s background. The comments in this regard, 
however, were off the record.

On June 23, 1964, a conflr^entlal source, v;ho has 
furnished reliable information in the past, furnished Information 
that Martin Luther IClnc:, Jr., contacted Clarence Jones on that 
date. KJ.ng mentioned that "they** (the Southern Christiaji 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) and those demonstrating i gainst 
Gegregation In St. Augustine, Florida), are having a tough time 
in St. Augustine. He stated that there is a complete breoXdovm 
cf law and order, and King remarked that “it is getting tough 
on non-violence". King stated that the Klan (the Ku iU.an) 

“ia malclng a showdovm down here and the federal goveminei'it has 
not done a thing". 

icing told Jones that forty people were beaten that 
evening, and he added that this v;as the worst night which they 
had ever had. King remarked that the Klan (Ku Klux Klan) is 
very close to the police (in St. Augustine). King indicated 
that the demonstrators are the people being beaten £ind that they 
are also the people being placed in Jail. 

King remarked that the reporters (nev/spaper reporters 
covering the situation in St. Augustine) that if federal 
troops are not brought in "it is going to bo bloody". In this 
connection. King said he is going to have many telegrams poured

into the V/hlte House. Jones replied that Johnson (President 
JoJinson) is very sensitive to public opinion, and he remarked 
that King is the most powerful Negro leader. Jones instructed 
King to continue to make sharp statements to tlie press blaming 
tiiO federal government for not doing more. 

King stated that they (the Ku Klux Klsjn) feel that 
they can beat us into submission, and King added that he is 
afraid someone will be killed. Both men agreed that President 
Johnson is preoccupied with the election and M?.3slsslppl (the 
situation in Mississippi where three civil rights workers have 
been missing since June 21, 1964). King stated he will tell 
the press that the government is not protecting them. According 
to Jonrs, the "hard core" in the South will not respect the 
Civil Rights Bill, and they agree that the goverriment v/111 have 
to enforce it. 


Jones stated that he vjill get seme people 1:o v;or*k 
e-rnding telegrams. King Indicated that ho is considering h.aving 
a march on the White House to protest actions in St. Augustine 
and Mississippi. 

A second confidential source, who has furnished reljabl^ 
Information In the past, advised on June 25, 1964, that Stanley 
Levison and Clarence Jones conferred on that date. Levi son 
related that he had recently met with Adele Kant«r (employee of 
■•'he Nev/ York Office of the SCLC), and had v/erked on a nev* 
statement to be issued in on effort to collect money for SC3!iC 
activities in St. Augustine, Alabama and Mlsslssippi.^l^ 

Jones suggested that they (l>3v:..icn and Kantor) 
contact Reverend Martin Luther King and secure his perrilsslon 
prior to issuing the statcrnent.^||^

I talked with SAC McMahon of Atlanta yesterday afternoon ‘ \ 

concerning tj^captioned case and specifically the travels of 
2LartJ^n^J^^^^ I noted to McMahon that the Milwaukee office 

advised us that King and his party stayed in Chicago on Sunday 
evening and apparently traveled to Mi Iv/aukee Monday morning, I 
asked if Atlanta was aware of the fact that King was going to stay 
overnight in Chicago Sunday night. I also asked if Atlanta was 
in possession of information indicating where Hing would be going 
when he left Milwaukee. 


McMahon said the logs maintained by Atlanta contain no 
information concerning King’s departure from Atlanta for Milv/aukee 
but that a telephone call had been received at 4:03 p.m. from 
King’s secretary, Dora McDonald, who was then in Milwaukee.

ReCEairtel to the Bureau, copies to Atlanta and 
New York, 1/7/64 which disclosed the results of a discreet 
inquiry made which determined that the site of the retreat 
would likely be the In-The-Oaks Episcopal Center, Black 
Mountain, North Carolina. Charlotte requested advice as to 
what coverage of the retreat was desired and that no open 
investigation would be conducted unless requested by Atlantz^^ 
New York, or the Bureau. 

For the information of Charlotte, subsequent inftootioJ 
developed revealed that the retreat is now scheduled to take 
place the latter part of Janwp, 1964.
